stitution of the United States. It can 
not be done without it. Did our friends' 
the prohibitionists, ever, consider what is 
icoessary to amend the constitution ? In 
tho first place it is necessary that two- 
thirds ot both houses ot congress shall 
agree to a proposition to amoiid tho con- 
stitution; and when two-thi-dfi of the 
louso 
and the 
senate shall 
have 


lavored the proposition, then its ratifica" 
tion is required by thrae-fonrths of al 
;he itatss in the Union. 


By whatprooeas do tho ptohibiticniat8 


over expect to got in poseseion of two- 
thirds of the votes of congress? Do they 
think it possible.under any circumstances 
to control three-fourths of all the states 
of the Union ? Looking at the question 
as hopefully as one possibly can from a 
prohibition point of view, yet faith's vis- 
ion can not see the time when all this 
can be dono. The loaves of the judg- 
ment book will likely unfold botoro thai 
time will ever come. One might os'welj 
try to bridge eternity with' a simple span, 
as to try to establish national prohibition 
by voting for St. John. There are elements 
ia this country that have a voting power, 
and that vote would be cast against na- 
tional prohibition. It is here, and here 
to stay, and it would bo just as possible 
to check the onward course of a tornado 
by tho wave of the hand, as it would to 
compel that vote in a majority of the 
states to be cast for prohibition. 


Slate prohibition is possible. There is 


reason m that, because tho sucoess of tie 
movement, so far as a submission of the 
questioL goes, depends simply upon 
whether a majority of tho legislature is 
in favor ot 
passing a constitutional 


amendment. This is possible in Wis- 
consin, Illinois, Michigan and Minneso- 
ta, and suoh states as Iowa, Maino and 
Kansas, but it is one of the impossible 
things whon taken as a national ques- 
tion.

ilr. Hoe was of a quiet and retiring disposi-

soventy organized in 181.1 to reform tho city 
jovornment. Ho was a member of tho Fifth 
Avenuo Presbyterian church, and leaves a 
widow, ono daughter, and one son.

Humbert.

shamed tbo wealthy fugitives into roturaing 
to tho city, and, by tholr oxurtioiis and ox- 
nniplos, putting somo heart into tho poorer 
and

inhabitants.

nounced good and wholesome. At the prin- 
cipal depot ho mot and embraced the mar- 
quis of Campodesola, warmly thanking him 
for tho good work ho had done for thy peo- 
ple. Tho ladies are also as active and ener- 
getic in tho work of relieving distress as their 
husbands and brothers. Tho Countess Saii- 
sevrino ami many other ladies of the highest 
nobility are working like slaves in tho am- 
bulance service of tho Rod Cross society and 
in nuxiilng tho sick undor tho direction of the 
sanitary commission. 


Tho king wished to explore tho Fondaicl, 


containing probably tho most hideous human 
habitations in Christendom, with its narrow 
court-yards, Its houses eight feet high, tho 
sunlight and air excluded, and tho lilthiest 
rooms, each with a dozen or fifteen inmates 
of both soxcs.

.sO'Jnes of want and misery are witumsud 1.11 
every Imnd. In the Morcato quarter tlie 
health authorities found thousands of pour 
wretches living in dark, damp, and 
filthy 


cellars. Many of thorn wero so reduced by 
wiuit mid sickness thdt thoy looked liku sp.v- 
trcs, but thoy still clung to their wretched 
ronomonts, and It required force to romovy 
them to clean and comfortable quartet's. 
Eight barrels of carbolic acid wore scattered 
about the cellars, and even that liberal appli 
catiun of disinfectant failcnl to suppress tho 
horrible stench. 


Almost incredible stories 
nro told of 


tho rapidity with which tho cholera has 
carried off its victims. In some families four 
or fivo members have been sweptoff together. 
An old woman and a boy falling together in 
the street in Naples wero both taken up dead; 
a- lady seized with vomiting while at mass, 
(lied on reaching home, lu fact, death in 
many cases has occurred within ton minutes 
of the first symptoms. Many persons havo 
tllod within threo or four hours, and tho fatal 
cnsos have rarely lasted moro than five or 
six hours. Tho plague has load, according to

religi- 


ous 
feeling 
so strong that tho arch- 


bishop 
himself 
has 
had to discourage 


religious 
processions

Tho result 
was a loss of 3,000,000 franca by tho govern- 
ment, a general debauch by tho lucky inhab- 
itants and a violent increase of tho cholera.

In Franco there aro forty-seven places in 


tho Pyrenees Oriontales, whoro tho disease 
has appeared, producing death, tho latest be- 
ing Estobcr, a village of 350 souls, where 
twenty-four persons died withih tho'first two 
days. In tho whole department tiioro have 
now boon nearly 500 deaths, and in nil 
Franco • thoro have boon about 5,100 in 207 
cities and villages. 


In Spain there have really been over ICO 


deaths from cholera, and those iu tho prov- 
ince of Alicante. There aro no moans of toll- 
ing how many deaths havo occurred in tho 
northern province of Lorida.

olllcinlly reported during tho twenty-four 
hours ending noon Sunday, 84S persons hav- 
ing died and G42 fivsh cases having been reg- 
istered during that period.

China has two soparato armies. .Tho im- 


porial JU'in3' proper is teiown under thu immo 
of tho Army of tlio Eight Banners. It ia 
divi'dorl into oiRlit coi-ps, oacli Ix-ing dis- 
tinguishod by u peculiar banuor. Tills aruiy 
i.lniust funns a niilituiy casto, for it is com- 
]K>sod exclusively of the descendants of the 
Slajitchiis— Mongolians and Chinese robols 
ivhoin 1001 invaded China and dotaronod 
tho old iiuporiivl family. 
During poaco tho 


men of this cnsU) uro ullo\vod to conduct any 
common business, being forbidden only 
to leave their city 
without n permit 


from 
tho 
commanding 
offlcar. 
The 


ollicers excel thoir 
men only in gym- 


nastics. According to the Chinese notions, no 
man is (It to bo an ofllcor unless he is an ath- 
!ote. This army numbers 230,000 men. Of 
theso over one-half aro stationed tu Pukin, 
and 1 ho rest in a few krgo provincial cities. 
The military casto can by no moans ho re- 
^ariltxl as a rop^ilar army. Tho second, or 
provincial army, is called tho Army of tho 
Great Banner. Each of tbo eighteen provinces 
oE the empire is obliged by Jaw to keep a cor- 
hiin number of soldiers, and tho aggregate, 
according to tho oillcial statistics, Is 030,000 
nii'ii. There are eighty generals and over 
7,000 ofllcurs. Tho provincial army is com- 
posed chiolly of mercenaries, "while tho ma- 
jority of the odicors are of tlio military estate. 
These livo armies, amounting to 700,000 men, 
aro all tho force tho Celestial empire has to 
rely on in case of "War. 


The imperial guard, about 18,000 strong, is 


tho !lo\ver of tho army. Of tho guard in- 
fantry, 5,200 men are provided with muzzlo- 
louders presented by tho cxar of Russia; tbo 
rostaroarmod ivitli fiiut guns, laacOi and 
shields. 
Half of.the cavalry, about 2,000 


moil, are armed with Chossopot rifles. Tho 
artillery has thirty-two bronze guns, bought 
iu Russia, and a few mortars, Thero aro 
1,750 
educated artillerymen. The army of 


tho governor of Cbjily, about 60,000 strong, 
is also reorganized. Tho men aro instructed 
by English and French officers. Tho army 
lias breech-loading rifles and Krupp stool 
cannon. According to German writers, up 
to 1S70, Krupp had sent to China 150 heavy 
guns, and 275 field guns. Tho army of tho 
governor of Khau-Zu and ShGn 2ce, 40,- 
000 strong, is said to bo supplied with 
nil tha modern arms and to bo drilled 
according to tho principles of Moltko and 
Jlauteullol. This army fought successfully 
against Yakoob Beg, and, indeed, proved it- 
self the best disciplined army in China. It 
is obvious, then, that in China there are only 
about 120,000 men properly armed and 
drillod, while tho rest of tho soldiers can bo 
regarded only as undisciplined and unarmed 
reserves. 


As to gunpowder and arms tbe Chinamen 


apparently have an abundant supply of their 
own. There are eight excellent arsenals, di- 
rected chiefly by Englishmen. Thoarsor.ul 
of Jian-Ztn, for instance, turns out daily 3,000 
pounds of powder. At tho arsenal of Nankin 
and Shanghai tho American guns of Reming- 
ton and Spencer aro manufactured. At Foo 
Chow arsenal sub-marino mines are pre- 
pared. At tho Lan Choo arsenal cartridges 
and arms are manufactured. Tho forts aro 
found at tho mouths of the groat rivers Tsi 
Kiatig, Min and Tang-tso-Kiang, to protect 
tha great cities Canton, Foo Chow and 
Shanghai. In tho interior of tho country all 
tho largo cities aro also protected by forts. 
The capital city of Pokin is, of course, the 
most strongly protected. It is defended by 
Fort Baku, amply providod with Krupp ran 
noil, and is surrounded by stono walls from 
forty to seventy foot thick and forty feet 
high. JTino gates lead to tho city, aud theso 
ore defended by cannon mounted in tbo 
numerous towers. 


China has three separate fleets. The Can- 


tou licet comprises twelve 
gunboats, of 


which nino wore made in England and aro 
in charge of English olficors. The Fu-kiang 
fleet is composed of six gunboats and a fow 
transport vessels. Theso were mado at Foo 
Cbow, under the supervision of Frenchmen. 
This ileot is in excellent order, and it is in 
charge of Chinamen, The Shanghai fleet is 
composed of nino gunboats, two frigates, and 
several transport vessels. All of theso wore 
mado by themselves and are rather insignifi- 
cant. Recently China has got from Eng- 
land eight iron-dads, armed with guns of the 
largest caliber. 
Tho strongest and most 


effective 
part 
of 
tho Chinese fleot is 


made up of thirteen 
small 
gunboats, 


named 
after the letters of tho Greek 


alphabet, 
of 
1,350 
tons displacement. 


They are built of steel, aud are propelled by 
twin screws driven by compound engines of, 
together, ^,COO indicated horse-power. They 
oaoh carry two twenty-six 
ton ten-inch 


breech-loading guns, mounted upon center 
pivots, ono forward and one oft. Each of 
theso heavy guns commands a nearly all 
round firo. Tho chargo of the gun is ISO 
pouuds of powder, tho woight of projectile 
400 pounds, and the penetrative power equal 
to piercing eighteen inches of solid, unbacked 
iron plato. They carry besides in each four 
forty-pounder brooch-loaaing guns, two nine- 
pounder brooch loading guns, two Norden- 
feldts aud four Catlings, and, furthermore, 
t\TO steam cutters fitted with spar torpedoes. 
Tho vessels are also armed with a formidable 
toel knife edge spur or ram.
